MAKING SCHOOLS A HELP 


State Superintendent Hy itt. h as just 
i . aed anoth er of h is well considered 
circulars, th e central th ough t of wh ich 
is th at th e sch ools must become more 
closely allied to th e 
industries 
by 
wh ich th e people live. Th is being true 
it naturally follows th at, 
Particularly , 
California sch ools must 
be open to 
th e genius of agriculture.” 
One 
of 
th e first th ings to be done to bring 
th is about is to build up a spirit of 
sy nii ath y with agriculture in all th e 
people of th e state and draw in th r 
ch ildren by first securing th e parents. 
It is th e opinion of Mr. Hy att th at 
someth ing different from th e tradi­ 
tional tex tbook meth od must be found 
it we are really to get agriculture into 
our sch ools, and h e suggests th e th ree 
meth ods: 
Harv esting th e fruit crop; 
sch ool 
gardening, 
and 
organizing 
boy s’ and girls’ agricultural clubs. 
Th e mov ement 
wh ich 
h as 
been 
started in th e prune orch ards of th e 
Santa Clara valley , is giv en as 
th e 
best illustration of th e first meth od 
cited. 
On th is subject th e 
bulletin 
say s: 
“Th e idea is to enlist th e in­ 
terest and labor of th e ch ildren and 
th e people of th e v illages and towns 
in th e h arv esting of our perish able 
fruit crops, pay ing th em full market 
wages for th eir work, furnish ing th em 
safe and attractiv e camping places, 
facilitating th eir coming and going, 
and giv ing th em a season of h ealth ful, 
activ e, outdoor life. 
Th is is a practi­ 
cal course of study in California agri­ 
culture th at well may command th e 
co-operation of th e educational forces 
of th e state. 
Th e sch ool term may 
v ery well begin and close so th at th e 
ch ildren and th eir parents can take 
part in th e ch ief industry of *h e neigh ­ 
borh ood. 
Th e curse of th e fi tit grow­ 
ers is th e lack of labor in th e gath er­ 
ing of h is crops.” Th is h as been given 
a practical trial in th e section named 
and h as been found to work so direct­ 
ly to th e adv antage of ch ildren, par­ 
ents and growers th at it is spreading 
into th eir neigh boring communities. 
On th e subject of sch ool gardens 
th e bulletin opens with a brief but in­ 
teresting h istory of th e growth of th e 
mov ement in th is state, 
and 
th en 
say s: 
“To really teach boy s and girls 
someth ing about agriculture, we must 
first h av e real nature study in th e 
primary grades, including 
gardening 
and ex perimental work 
with 
soils, 
seeds, plants and animals, all designed 
to form th e background of ex perience 
needed for compreh ending a tex t wh en . 
It sh all be taken up in th e grammar 
grades. Th is can and sh ould h e done 
before pupils enter th e sev enth grade. 
In th e grammar grades much can h e 
done to arouse interest and create a 
natural demand for tex tbook knowl­ 
edge by organizing boy s’ and girls’ 
agricultural clubs. Th ese clubs sh ould 
be simply organized and designed to 
encourage activ ity among th e 
mem- 
bers. 
Poultry growing, tree planting 
and a long list of such subjects h av e 
been used successfully for th ese clubs. 
Th e State Ex periment Station is th is 
y ear interesting boy s in th e testing 
of cereals and a limited 
number 
of 
packages of th ese seeds will h e sent 
free to th em wh ile th ey last. 
Con­ 
tests h av e also been used and h av e 
been of adv antage wh ere well con- , 
ducted. 
“It is th e ex perience of oth er states 
th at th e most efficient approach to ag­ 
riculture in th e sch ools is by th e or­ 
ganization of boy s’ and girls' agricul­ 
tural clubs. 
Th ese are 
formed 
for 
some specific and tangible purpose, as 
a competition under certain rules 
in 
th e growing of wh eat, or potatoes, or 
cotton, th e raising of poultry , or gar­ 
dens, th e baking of bread, th e canning 
of fruit. 
Wonderful work is 
being 
done in th is way by some of th e east­ 
ern states. 
An agricultural club may ; 
be organized in a single California 
sch ool, and may do ^.n’h usiastic work. 
It is larger and better for 
a 
wh ole 
county to undertake 
It. 
Ambitious 
county superintendents of sch ools in 
th e rural regions h av e an inspiring op­ 
portunity for usefulness in th is field. I 
Not one in California h as as y et taken 
it up. 
Th ere is a fascinating field ly ­ 
ing ready , a field for fame anu glory 
as well as for th e h igh est serv ice to 
th e state.” 
In closing, Superintendent 
Hy att 
giv es 
h igh ly 
complimentary 
mention to th e interest taken in th is 
work by W. G. Boh annan, 1005 Mar­ 
ket street, San Francisco, h is offer to 
giv e it space and ev ery encouragement 
th rough th e Town and Country Jour­ 
nal. and suggests th at all wh o are pre­ 
paring for th e organization of th ese 
clubs get in touch with h im at once.

eration and profound study . 
All ch il- 
i dren must h e giv en a knowledge of 
’ elementary Arith metic and Grammar; 
j th e casual facts of Geograph y ; th e 
simple outline of our nation's h istory ; 
and th e ability to read ordinary litera­ 
ture and to 
ex press 
clearly 
any 
, th ough t th ey may h av e, eith er by con­ 
v ersation or with pen. 
As th e ranch ­ 
ers sons need to be taugh t in addi­ 
tion to th ese common subjects, th e 
elements of agriculture, so th e boy s 
of our ci ies sh ould h av e such v aria­ 
tions in th eir courses as will fit th em 
for th eir future occupations. 
For th e 
boy s wh o are to engage in business 
and building trades th ere sh ould be 
added special skill in rapid and ac­ 
curate computation and an introduc­ 
tion to th e elements of bookkeeping. 
For th ose wh o will enter our sh ops 
and factories, 
some 
knowledge 
of 
tools and mach ines sh ould be given. 
Por tite girls of all classes cooking 
and domestic economy are important; 
for we must remeniDer th at a v ery ■ 
large per cent of th e girls will be­ 
come wiv es and h ousekeepers and th e 
security of th e 
h ouseh old 
depends 
q uite as much on th e economy of th e 
wife as upon th e salary of th e h us­ 
band. 
If th e abov e program meets 
with objection on th e ground th at our i 
courses of study are 
already 
ov er­ 
crowded, th e remedy may be found j 
in dispensing with much of th e work { 
now req uired in arith metic; by omit­ 
ting most of th e tech nical grammar 
and at least one-th ird of th e amount 
of Geograph y now req uired and by 
spending more time on simple, direct 
ex pression. 
Educational ch anges in 
th e 
past 
few y ears h av e been rapid and 
as 
some may th ink radical. 
Th e ev olu­ 
tion in matters educational h as beep 
so rapid and far reach ing as to unbal­ 
ance th e eq uilibrium of th ose wedded 
to th e purely cultural side of educa­ 
tion. 
Wh at we sh ould seek to av oid 
is in allowing th e educational pendu­ 
lum to swing so far towards purely in­ 
dustrial or commercial subjects th at 
we sh all lose sigh t of th ose elements 
in education th at make for culture and 
refinement. 
To train our y outh to 
become not only self-supporting, but 
capable of grappling with th e h ard 
problems of life, capable of working 
in competition with th e skilled labor 
of th is and oth er lands, I take it, is 
th e first essential in education. 
But 
in th ese times of rapid accumulation 
of wealth , of making and losing for­ 
tunes in a day , we sh ould not forget 
th ere is someth ing in life worth wh ile 
besides th e ability to make money . 
Someone h as said, “It is better to be 
able to enjoy wh at we cannot buy 
th an to be able to buy wh at we can­ 
not enjoy .” 
Th is sentiment may h av e 
a more direct bearing on our educa­ 
tional situation of 
today 
th an 
we 
realize. 
Howev er, more important to 
us as a people th an th e 
ability 
to 
make money of greater importance 
to us th an h igh sch olarsh ip 
is 
th e 
ch aracter of our citizens.
